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Bohn (US 6,188,527), either alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the 
feature "the lens comprises three cylindrical portions disposed coaxially on respective 
line segments of the light emitting area, two spherical portions disposed concentrically 
on respective intersections of line segments of the light-emitting area, and two spherical 
portions disposed concentrically on respective ends of the line segments not forming 
the two intersections".
